A candidate already m Government Service, whether 
in a permanent or temporary capacity, must submit his 
application through the Head of the Department or 
office concerned who will complete the endorsement 
{vide Section TT of the application form) and forward it 
to (he Commission. 

Applications from all other candidates, whether in pri- 
vate employment or in Government owned industrial 
undertakings or other similar organisations, can be enter- 
tained direct. If such a candidate forwards his applica- 
tion through his employer and it reaches the Union Pub- 
lic Service Commission late, the application even if sub- 
mitted to the employer before the closing date, will not 
be entertained. 

A candidate employed in Army, Navy or Air Force

— The date of birth ordinarily 
accepted by the Commission is that entered in the Matri- 
culation Certificate or in lire Secondary School Leaving 
Certificate, or in a certificate recognised by an Indian 
University as equivalent to Matriculation or m an ex- 
tract from a Register of Matriculates maintained by a 
University, which extract must be certified by the proper 
authority of the University, The expression Matricula- 
tion Certificate in this part of the instructions must be 
understood as including these alternative certificates.
